ittlo better than slaves. Around tho 
jropcrty are immense walls anu inside 
of^this inclosure ,1,000 natives work ILIH! 
ivo. They arc kept under strict mili- 
.nry discipline nnd are not allowed to go 
outside tho walla, EO that they cannot 
steal tho diamonds.

up almost as if by mugic. Immediately 
after the disaster tho owner decided to 
rebuild, and since that time largo forces 
of men have been at work night and 
day striving to construct tho building at 
the earliest possible time. The task has 
been completed and at an expense of 
about 375,000. 
No tuonoy has been 


spared in making the place attractivo, 
and as long as the opera houso exists it 
will stand as a monument to the g> i-er- 
osity and enterprise of its owner, Orlando 
Powers,

IIKSCIIIPTIVK. 


Tho dimensions and general arrange- 


ments of tho house arc the same as be- 
fore tho fire; in fact one, almost feels 
that they are in the old house, newly 
and more handsomely decorated. There 
are however, many marked improve- 
ments which will add to the comfort of 
tho patrons and convenience of the mana- 
gers. Tho entrance to the theater is the 
came as it was before the fire. The wood 
work in the lobby is of highly polished 
oak. The walls in color are a deep red 
and the ceiling is frescoed 
in lighti-r 


tints. Tho box oflice is on the south 
side and the check room on tho norlh 
side of the lobby. Swinging glass doors 
open into the reception room. Hct-o the 
walls lire decorated in a pretty shade of 
green and an elegant green carpel covers 
the floor. On the south side is a large 
red terra cotta fireplace with a gag log 
and tho stairway leading to tho balcony 
is on the north side. Tho woodwork is 
oak, the same as in tho lobby. 


IN THE NI!W HALL, 


Fussing under the wide arch the spec- 


tator enters the theater proper, and hero 
a pleasunt sight meets the eye...-The 
colors of the decorations in tho audito- 
rium are Egyptian red, dark green and 
old ivory, with gold trimmiKiga. The 
rich red and deep green of tho walls and 
draperies are brightened by the shades 
of old 
ivory 
of the woodwork and 


ceiling, and finished by tbe gilt trim- 
mings, making a thoroughly artistic 
and 
harmonious effect. 
Tho color 


scheme is finely carried out in every de- 
tail of (ho house. Tho wainscot which 
extends around the walls about five feet 
from the floor, is enamelled old ivory, as 
is all of tho wood work in tho house. The 
Egyptian red of the walls is relieved by 
a conventional pattern in gold and as it 
extends toward tho ceiling gradually 
blends into a pale [jink and is lost in the 
gold borders at the top. Tho ceiling is 
exquisitely frescoed in two shades of old 
ivory and gold. In the center of the 
ceiling is a large dome in which are 
many incandescent lights. 
In front of 


the dome in tho ceiling is a largo madal- 
ion in the center of which is tho mono- 
gram r. o. u. 


T1IK I1OXES. 


On each side of tho house there are 


two lower and two upper boxes and 
above these a false box. The woodwork 
about the boxes IB enamelled in a light 
and a dark shade of old ivory with 
the 


relief work in gold. 
Tho arches of the 


boxes are finished with gilt grille work. 
Tho inside curtains and 
carpet 
of 


the boxes are dark red and tho out- 
side draperies dark gi ecn and gold. 
In each box Bro five rattan 
chairs 


enamelled in white and 
gold. 
At 


the doors of the encore boxes are red 
and gold portierres, and at tho other 
doors in tho house are green and gold 
curtains. All of the draperies are madi 
of [the heaviest vr.lours trimmed with 
gold braid. The aisles are covered with 
heavy uioquetto carpets of a rich red 
color. Around the edge of the proscen 
urn an:h. is a broad gold border. The

upholstered in red velvet and cor 
spend with the colors of the wall deco- 
rations.

The drop curtain is very beautiful

tion entitled, "Under Italian Skies." It 
is a sccn» replete with tho sublimities 
of nature and the beauties of art—hu- 
manized by tbe presence of life aivl en 
joyment on every hand.
